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OPHTHALMIC TREATMENT ON THE CLINIC 
SYSTEM. 

Ir has been evident for some time that the present arrange- 
ments for the administration of ophthalmic benefit, under 
which the British Medical Association set up a list of 
ophthalmic practitioners willing to treat insured persons 
and to prescribe glasses, at a fee of 1 guinea, have not been 
working satisfactorily. The list is taken advantage of by 
only some of the smaller approved societies, while the larger 
societies, representing the vast majority of insured persons, 
continue to refer practically all their cases to opticians. 
These larger societies, while agreeing that the ideal arrange- 
ment would be to have all their members requiring such 
attention examined by ophthalmic practitioners, say that 
their funds will not allow them to pay the guinea fee in 
all the cases recommended by insurance practitioners for 
ophthalmic treatment. It must. be recognized. that the 
funds of approved societies available for ophthalmic benefit 
are limited, and are not likely to be increased; rather are 
they likely to be decreased. Recognizing the need for meet- 
ing the difficulties of the approved societies in this con- 
nexion the Association has now expressed approval of the 
principle of providing ophthalmic benefit in large centres 
of population through clinics—the clinic to be regarded 
as an arrangement auxiliary to the existing scheme of 
attendance by ophthalmic practitioners privately. 

The Association, in conjunction with the Association of 
Dispensing Opticians, has set up a National Ophthalmic 
Treatment Board, which is, for the time being, composed 
of representatives of the two Associations in equal numbers. 
This Board has decided to establish in large centres a 
scheme for the provision of ophthalmic benefit (a) at central 
clinics, and (b) at home clinics at the ophthalmic practi- 
tioners’ consulting rooms at fixed hours. This arrangement 
will provide for ophthalmic examination and advice—that 
is, examination and prescription for glasses, if required, 
such operative treatment and advice as could be given at 
a single consultation at the consulting rooms, and a report, 
when necessary, for the guidance of the private practitioner, 
for a fee of 10s. 6d. per case. ‘Any approved society recom- 
mending an insured person, entitled to ophthalmic benefit, 
to receive this benefit under this arrangement, will be 
required to provide the fee of 10s. 6d. payable to the 
ophthalmic practitioner, and a further 7s. 6d. in respect 
of the glasses, where these are prescribed—making a 
— liability of 10s. 6d. and a maximum liability 
ag 4 are not presoribed the total liability 

or the ophthalmic practitioner's fee.

= out charge with one of the following: Best quality 
rimmed spectacles, best quality 
on-rusting rimmed eyeglasses, or best quality 
rimless eyeglasses—glazed with 
Crookes a ered on prescription (with the exception of 
ial ot whe ass, tinted glass, prisms or bifocals, the extra 

ich is shown on a schedule), complete with case. 


For additional and voluntary payments according to a 
schedule the member may be supplied with rimmed or 
rimless spectacles or eyeglasses of superior workmanship. 

In the first instance it has been arranged that those 
presenting themselves for examination will be dealt with 
by the ophthalmic practitioners at their own private con- 
sulting rooms at stated hours. Central clinics will only 
be established in densely populated areas if occasion 
demands, and in all cases the alternative of treatment 
at a home clinic in the ophthalmic practitioner’s private 
consulting rooms at stated hours will be given. 

While the Association recognizes that an attempt should 
be made to meet the need of approved societies on a suit- 
able basis, there is an even more important reason why 
it is considered that a way should be found in which 
ophthalmic service can be provided at a rate suitable to 
the circumstances of insured persons generally, of their 
dependants, and of others of similar economic conditions. 
It will be remembered that last year Parliament passed 
the first reading of the Sight-testing Opticians (Registra- 
tion) Bill, having for its objects the State registration 
of optical practitioners and the regulation of the practice 
of sight-testing, etc. This bill was in continuation of the 
efforts, continuing for over twenty years, of the sight- 
testing opticians to secure some form of statutory recogni- 
tion. Parliament referred the bill to a departmental com- 
mittee, before which the Association gave evidence in 
support of its view that any State recognition of sight- 
testing by persons not possessed of medical qualifications 
would not be in the best interests of the community, and 
should be opposed. The witnesses of the Association were 
strongly pressed ‘as to the possibility of providing ophthalmic 
service at a rate which would suit the economic circum- 
stances of insured persons and others in similar positions, 
and its witnesses pledged the Association to co-operate 
with any suitable body in an effort to make this provision. 
The majority report of the departmental committee was 
against State registration of opticians, but stated signifi- 
cantly that, unless within a reasonable time suitable pro- 
vision was made by an adequate number of ophthalmo- 
logists throughout the country, there would be no solution 
other than some form of State registration of sight-testing 
opticians. That is to say, the Association was given a 
reasonable time in which to show that it could provide an 
adequate service al! over the country on terms which 
insured and similar persons could afford. 

The value of the opportunity thus given to the pro- 
fession can scarcely be overestimated, and it has now been 
decided to extend the scheme outlined above so as to inclule 
not only insured persons who are entitled to ophthalmic 
benefit under the National Health Insurance Acts, bnt also 
other insured persons, their dependants, and others of a 
like economic status. If this scheme is utilized not only 
will the claim of the opticians to statutory recognition 
be nullified, but a large amount of work hitherto done by 
opticians or gratuitously at hospitals should accrue to the 
ophthalmic practitioners in the country, with great benefit, 
it is believed, to the public. 
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It is proposed to start home clinics in fourteen London 
districts and in about sixty provincial centres under that 
part of the scheme which provides for examination of the 
patients’ eyes by ophthalmic practitioners at their own 
consulting rooms at definite stated hours. It must, of 
course, be recognized that those persons who desire to 
consult an ophthalmic practitioner privately at a fee of one 
guinea at times other than those set aside for patients 
under this scheme can do so by making private arrange- 
ments with an ophthalmic practitioner whose name appeats 
on the Association’s list. ’ 

Patients will be shown a list of ophthalmic practitione?s 
participating in the scheme by the local dispensing optician, 
who will make the desired appointment for them, thus 
obviating the inconvenience of a prolonged wait. An 
essential feature of the scheme will be the provision of 
evening service, thereby rendering it unnecessary for the 
patient to take time off during working hours, with a 
possible loss of wages. The dispensing optician will be 
in attendance, either on the premises or, where this ‘s 
inconvenient to the ophthalmic practitioner, in adjacent 
premises. | 

The Association is of opinion that the scheme now out- 
lined is one which should fill a long-felt want. Various 
details will doubtless need amendment in the light of 
experience, but it is hoped by the middle of next month 
to start the clinics on the lines indicated as a first step 
to supplying for the country as a whole an adequate pro- 
vision of ophthalmic advice by fully qualified persons.

CURRENT NOTES. 


Transferred Officers and the Local Government Bill, 
Tur Public Health Committee of the British Medical Asso- 
ciation at its last meeting had under consideration several 


points to which its attention had been drawn in regard” 


to Clauses 103 and 104 of the Local Government Bill, which 
deal with the superannuation and compensation of trans- 
ferred officers, and correspondence with the Minister of 
Health has ensued. The letters are reproduced below. The 
very sympathetic and practical reply from the Minister 
should go a long way towards alleviating any anxiety there 
may have been in regard to these points on the part ot 
those who will be affected by the bill. 


B.M.A. House, Tavistock Square, 
16th January, 1929. 


Sir, 

The Poor Law Reform Committee and the Public Health 
Committee of the Association are much concerned as to the 
position of some of the transferred Poor Law officers under 
Clauses 103 and 104 of the bill, an important body of whom 
have urged the Association to approach you on their behalf. 

Some officers who are at present working under conditions to 
which the Superannuation Act, 1896, applies, may undoubtedly 
he prejudiced in some degree by the operation of Clause 104 
as it at present stands. This is particularly the case with 
regard to Subsection (2) of that clause, and we respectfully 
suggest that, either with regard to the whole clause, or, if this 
be impracticable, at least as regards Subsection (2), there shall 
be added words to the effect that under any superannuation 
scheme submitted to the Minister for approval, any Poor Law 
officer of not less than ten years’ service shall not be placed 
in a worse position than he would be under the Act of 1896. 
This seems a very reasonable request, which we feel sure you 
will grant unless there is some occult reason against such a 
declaration. 

With regard to Clause 103, an officer retiring would appear 
not to have any superannuation rights preserved or guaranteed. 
It is urged that it shall be made quite clear that any Poor Law 
officer retiring, either voluntarily or otherwise, owing to the 
operation of the Local Government Act, shall be able to do so 
without any loss of his superannuation rights. 

If there is any difficulty in acceding to our request it is hoped 
that you will give representatives of the Association an oppor- 
tunity to see you on this matter.

Mr. Chamberlain is not quite clear_as to the suggestion whig 
you make with recard to Clause 103, but he would point og 
that the bill contemplates that the persons in the service og 
the Poor Law authority shall be transferred to the service of 
the new Poor Law authorities, where no doubt they yj 
ordinarily perform duties corresponding to those performe 
at present. If their appointment is terminated by the ey 
authority in conseauence of the reorganization on the passj 
of the bill they will have a right to compensation, and further. 
if they find the duties they are required to perform either net 
analogous to cr an unreasonable addition to those performed 
before the appointed day, they are given the right to relinguih 
office within a period of five years after the appointed day ang 
to be compensated in the ordinary manner. 

Mr. Chamberlain trusts that this will explain the position, 
satisfactorily to the Association.

Tue fifteenth scientific meeting of the Sierra Leone Branch was

In the unavoidable absence of the president, Major Peacock, the 
vice-president, Mr. Q. Stewart, took the chair and opened the 
proceedings by demonstrating a Gallie’s tube pedicle graft for 
deep extensive scarring of the neck caused by carbolic acid. He 
next showed two cases of spinal kyphosis: one in a child, and 
tuberculous in nature, who was being treated on a modified 
Bradford frame made locally; the other was of many years’ 
standing following an accident, and had lately developed what 
ge to be a cold abscess with girdle pain and pain down the 
right leg. The diagnosis of the second case was discussed, and 
the opinion of the meeting was that a tuberculous condition had 
Supervened on the original trauma, Mr. Stewart also exhibited 
Specimens removed at operation: an ileo-caecal carcinoma remark- 
able for the large amount of colloid material present; advanced 
calculous pyonephrosis with an extraordinarily thickened ureter; 


and a uterus with an unusual cystic condition of the cervix. Mr. 


apart concluded with radiographs illustrating some bone injuries 


Professor Biackiock demonsirated blood films from a. case, of 
canine piroplasmosis; the dog infected was an imported animal and 


had probably acquired the infection at Moiamba in the Protec- 
torate. He also showed a series of photographs illustrating some 
of the more important diseases of the Protectorate such as yaws, 
gangosa, and leprosy. 

Dr. Gorpon showed a useful apparatus for breeding anophelines 
in the laboratory. Water flowed from a reservoir drop by dfop 
into a receiver, and was delivered at the same rate into second 
and third receivers in tiers. The larvae in the receivers were fed 
on yeast. Another piece of apparatus shown by Dr. Gordon was 
a simple device for shaking samples for long periods at constant 
temperature in a water bath, It was worked by water from the 
tap filling alternately two flat pans; a rocking movement was com- 
municated by a lever to the samples immersed in the bath. 

Dr. Renner showed a case of an African labourer with sub- 
cutaneous nodules the size of large peas in the arms and legs, 
especially near the joints and along the course of large veins. 
These nodules had subsided under a three weeks’ course of 

otassium iodide. He made a provisional diagnosis of fibromatosis. 

he distribution of the nodules and response to iodides suggested 
a sporotrichosis. 


Dr. Wricnt showed a case of spinal caries in a child aged
